Sydney's five Philips League clubs have lost money 
through the absence of Sydney Olympic which was 
relegated at the end of last year. 


Olympic started the 1979 
season with a home gate of 
8000 against APIA and also 
drew a huge crowd when it 
visited Newcastle that 
year. 


Although back in the 
State League now, support 
for Olympic still is solid. A 
crowd of 8000 people 
watched Olympic beat 
Croatia in the Ampol Cup 
final and the average home 
gate in the league has been 
about 3500. 


It’s clearly bad 
business for the PSL to 
operate without a Greek- 
backed club. 


As Olympic president 
John Constantine puts it: 
“In Melbourne, the two 
Greek clubs drew 15,000 
people when they played 
each other. That speaks 
for itself.”’ 


There’s no doubt that 
Olympic would be good for 
the league, but Con-

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Breaking my leg was the 
first bad injury I had incurred 
in my professional career. 

The break affected me fora 
year because at Leeds it was 
and still is hard to get back 
into the first team after you 
have lost your place.

That was the start of a long 
career at Leeds, most of it 
spent under Don Revie. 

He is an absolutely fantastic 
manager and I admired his 
knowledge of the game be- 
cause he made us from nothing 
into a great side.

Even without Australian inter- 
national winger Tommy Cummings, 
still recovering from a nagging groin 
injury, Croatia is likely to be too well- 
organised for its fiercely competitive 
opponent and take both points, 
thereby establishing itself as odds-on 
favorite for its third State League ina 
row.

In Steve Kokoska Croatia has the 
best stopper in the land and by the end 
of the afternoon his opponent probably 
will reflect remorsefully upon his 
decision to step onto Olympic Park’s 
hallowed turf and face up to Kokoska. 

The dilemma facing Croatia player- 
coach John Gardiner is which player 
to select as the tagger of Makedonia’s 
dynamo Robert Cullen. 

If, as expected, Ante Bilaver gets 
the job, the Croatian left back will 
have to concentrate for the full 90 
minutes on sticking close to Cullen 
both on and off the ball. 


The lesson that Bilaver should have 
learned when he opposed Cullen in the 
third game of this season was that 
giving the Makedonia ace an inch 
results in him taking a mile. 

In the first half of that match Cullen 
often gained possession inside his at- 
tacking half with Bilaver nowhere to 
be seen.

Harking back to Makedonia’s 2-8 
win, Steve Short will be keen to wipe 
away the memory of his poor display 
with a fine performance this Sunday. 


Gary Ward is not noted for taking on 
men but Short was so far gone in the 
earlier game that he was throwing 
himself in and even Ward was seen 
skinning the Victorian full back. 

Since then Gary Ward’s fortunes 
have changed, as a combination of bad 
finishing and Peter Ollerton’s pres- 
ence in a red and black strip have 
caused Ward to struggle to get his 
place in the eleven, 

No doubt Ward’s forte is his finish- 
ing and his ability to bob up in dan- 
gerous attacking positions, often on 
the end of good work by George McMi- 
lan or Cullen. 

If Makedoni coach Brian Edgley 
opts for a Cullen, Ollerton an McMil- 
lan front line, Ward could find himself 
warming the bench until the frustra- 
tion of breaking through Croatia’s de- 
fensive barrier forces a reshuffle and 
Ward gets his chance. 

In midfield there is the possibility of 
Alan Kerr playing, which is likely to 
put pressure upon Howard Andrews to 
retain his position but the midfield 
should almost certainly include Joe 
Tront, Keith Adams and Ken Murphy. 

Murphy is one of the best attacking 
midfielders in the league and his pin- 
point crossing can catch opposition de- 
fenders turning as the incoming Gilder 
or Mitten grab an important second in 
which to strike. 


Joe Tront has a fierce shot that has 
rocketed into the back of quite a few 
nets in the State League and when he 
pushes forward Makedonia’s defend- 
ers will have to close him down quick- 
ly for, given space to shoot, Tront can 
destroy a side in a second.

McKendry will take over as coach of PSL 
club Heidelberg United till the end of this 
season with the strong likelihood of remaining 
with the Bergers until November 1981. 

What does McKendry think about the end of 
regular training sessions for the State squad? 

“Not having representative games is the 
main drawback te maintaining the squad but 
it’s 2 shame to see all our work go down the 
Grais,” said MecKendry. 

“I accepted the Victorian State coaching 
jod because I saw it as a challenge. 

“I hed three main aims as State coach,*’ he 
continued. 

“The first was to build a team that would 
brimg prestige and success to Victoria. 

“My second aim was to develop new inter- 
nationals and we produced at least seven such 
players during my period as coach.
